Summary of Contents 


Fifth Census of Production (Pages i-xvi) 

With this issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’’ is published, as a Special Supplement, 
the fourth of a series of Preliminary Reports on the 
results of the Census in respect of production in 
1935. The Report covers the following Iron and 
Steel Trades:—Blast Furnaces; Smelting and 
Rolling; Foundries; Tinplate; Wrought Iron and 
Steel Tube; and Small Arms. 


Wholesale Prices in February (Page 358) 

A further advance was shown in the average level 
last month, the index for all articles, 103-9, being 
1-0 per cent. higher than in January (102-9) and 
13°3 per cent. higher than in February, 1936 (91-7). 
As indicated by the index, prices in February were 
nearly 4 per cent. above the average of the base 
period (1930) and were higher than in any month 
since March of that year. As compared with Feb- 
ruary, 1936, food was dearer by about 12 per cent. 
and industrial materials by nearly 14 per cent. 


Foreign Wholesale Prices in 1936 (Page 362) 

As measured by changes in index numbers prices 
were higher on the average in 1936 than in 1935 in 
all the countries specified. In France the rise was 
16:7 per cent., in Italy 11:6, Belgium 9-9, Germany 
2-3 and in the United States 1:0 per cent. Devalua- 
tion of the national currency in France and Italy 
during 1936 should, however, be borne in mind. The 
rise in prices in the United Kingdom last year 
amounted to 6:1 per cent. 





Irish Free State Oversea Passengers (Page 365) 

The whole of the direct passenger movement 
between the Irish Free State and non-European 
countries in 1936 was to and from the United States, 
arrivals of British nationality exceeding departures 
by 1,184, as compared with 1,372 in 1935. Of the 
3,539 British passengers outward last year 363 were 
emigrants, while of the 4,723 inward 845 were immi-. 
grants. 


Bulgarian Foreign Trade in 1936 (Page 374) 

Imports rose in value by 5°6 per cent. and exports 
by 202 per cent. as compared with 1935. While 
Germany continued to dominate the trade, the only 
outstanding change was the increase in exports to 
the United Kingdom, resulting from Bulgaria’s 
search for markets paying in freely transferable 
currencies, 


Distribution of United States Trade (Page 377) 


A table is provided showing the sources of imports 
and the destination of exports during 1936. 


Solid Mineral Fuels for France (Page 380) 


Tor the month of March the normal quota for 
the import of solid mineral fuels into France has 
been increased from 58°5 to 65 per cent. of the 
average imports during the years 1928-30. Mean- 
time a new supplementary quota, known as the 
“complementary quota,’’ has been instituted; par. 
ticulars regarding it are provided.

the index usually tends to fall in February owing to 
the seasonal decline in food prices. As indicated by 
the index, wholesale prices in February reached a level 
nearly 4 per cent. above the average of the base period 
1930) and were higher than in any month since March 
of that year. The increase as compared with January 
was entirely due to a rise in prices of industrial 
materials and manufactures, an increase of 1:9 per 
cent, in this section being partly offset by a seasonal 
decline (0°8 per cent.) in food prices. Compared with 
February, 1936, food was dearer by about 12 per cent. 
and industrial materials by nearly 14 per cent. 


The re-grouping of industrial materials and manu- 
factures (except fuel) according to the stage of com- 
pletion which the products have reached into basic 
materials, intermediate products and manufactured 
articles shows increases in all three groups compared 
with the previous month, that for basic materials (3°8 
per cent.) being much greater than for the other two 
groups, 1:0 per cent. in each case. Compared with a 
year earlier, prices of basic materials show a rise of 
nearly 26 per cent., the bulk of this increase (over 20 
per cent.) having taken place in the last four months. 
Intermediate products were nearly 16 per cent. dearer 
in February this year than last, while prices of manu- 
{factured articles rose by about 74 per cent. Building 
materials were substantially unchanged from January 
but were over 6} per cent. dearer than in February, 
1936. 

Food prices were steady throughout the month; 
prices of industrial materials and manufactures 
advanced in each week of the month, the movement 
being considerable in the first and last weeks.

Food and Tobacco.—As compared with January, 
decreases were recorded for each of the three food 
groups. Cereal prices, on the average, were lower by 
about 1 per cent., more than half the items included 
in the group showing decreases, in contrast to an

almost general rise recorded in the previous month. 
Wheat was cheaper and there were declines (partly 
seasonal) in the price of British malting and imported 
feeding barley. Flour was also cheaper, but there was 
a substantial increase in the price of oatmeal. In the 
meat, fish and eggs group there was a substantial re- 
duction (seasonal) for fish and a general decrease in 
bacon prices. Scotch beef was also cheaper, but 
other descriptions of beef, mutton and lamb, and 
Danish and English eggs were dearer. In the miscel- 
laneous food group oranges, onions and bananas were 
all much cheaper and there were declines for home 
produced and imported butter (except Danish) and for 
New Zealand cheese. On the other hand, tomatoes 
again showed a sharp advance in price, while apples 
were also dearer. Cocoa prices declined from the high 
quotations recorded in January, tea was rather dearer, 
and coffee prices averaged a little more than in the 
previous month. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—Six of the 
eight groups showed an increase in February as com- 
pared with the previous month, the largest being for 
non-ferrous metals, coal and miscellaneous. Prices of 
non-ferrous metals, which during the three months 
ended January had risen by 20 per cent., advanced 
by a further 7 per cent. in February, the index for the 
group (121-1) being the highest recorded in the present 
series, i.e. since the beginning of 1930. There was a 
further substantial advance in zinc, the end of the 
month quotation showing that the price has more than 
doubled since the middle of October. The average 
price of electrolytic copper was about 12 per cent. 
higher than the figure for January, following a similar 
rise in price in that month, Coal prices on the average 
showed an advance of about 44 per cent., the increases 
being confined to the descriptions used for industrial 
purposes. In the miscellaneous group, average prices 
of waste paper advanced by over 50 per cent. ; prices 
of chemical wood pulp were considerably higher than 
in the previous month, and increases were also re- 
corded for cowhides and ealf skins. Building deal 
prices advanced by between 4 and 5 per cent., but 
there was a slightly larger fall in the price of sheet 
glass. Changes in the price of other building materials 
in this group were unimportant. There was an increase 
compared with January of nearly 2} per cent. for the 
cotton group, each item except Egyptian raw cotton 
showing an increase. Iron and steel and “‘ other 
textiles ’’ each showed a small increase of one-half of 
1 per cent.; in the former group black plates and 
heavy melting scrap were dearer, while in the latter 
an increase for linen yarn was largely offset by a fall in 
the price of hemp. In contrast to the strong upward 
movement in recent months, wool prices showed some 
reaction, being lower on the average by about 14 per 
cent.; this decrease was spread over the majority of 
the items included in the group. Among chemicals 
and oils, furnace oil, motor spirit and sulphuric acid 
were dearer, but prices of soya oil and palm kernel oil 
receded somewhat from the high quotations recorded 
in January. The index for the group as a whole was 
the same as that for January. 


A comparison of the 200 price averages for February 
with those relating to January shows 86 increases and 
45 decreases, articles of food accounting for 27 of the 
former and 30 of the latter. Of the increases for food, 
20 were of less than 5 per cent., 5 were of between 
5 and 10 per cent., and 2 (oatmeal and tomatoes) 
amounted to 164 and 21 per cent., respectively; of the 
decreases, 16 were of less than 5 per cent., 12 were of 
between 5 and 10 per cent., and 2 (oranges and fish) 
amounted to 134 and 18} per cent., respectively. 


The averages for industrial materials and manufac- 
tures show 59 increases, 40 of which were under 5 per 
cent., 10 of between 5 and 10 per cent., 6 of between 
10 and 15 per cent., 2 of between 15 and 20 per cent., 
and one (wastepaper) of 514 per cent. There were 
15 decreases, 12 of which were under 5 per cent., 2 of 
between 5 and 10 per cent., and 1 (palm kernel oil) of 
13} per cent.

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WHOLESALE PRICES IN CERTAIN EUROPEAN COUNTRIES 
AND IN THE UNITED STATES DURING 1936 


COMPARISON OF RELATIVE MOVEMENTS 


As measured by the changes in the index numbers, 
wholesale prices were higher on the average in 1936 
than in 1935 in all the countries specified in the table 
shown below. ‘The rise was greatest in France (16-7 
per cent.); in Italy, Belgium and the United Kingdom 
there were increases of 11°6, 9°9 and 6:1 per cent., 
respectively, while in Germany (2:3 per cent.) and the 
United States (1-0 per cent.) the increases were com- 
paratively small. It must be pointed out, however, 
that there was a devaluation of the national currency 
in France and Italy during 1936. The large increase 
in average prices in France last year followed a fall of 
5-2 per cent. in 1935 as compared with the previous 
year. Inthe United Kingdom and in Italy the increase 
in 1936 was greater than that in 1935, but in the 
United States, Germany and Belgium it was less. 


Comparing prices in 1936 with those in 1930, each 
country showed a decline, ranging from 6 per cent. for 
the United States and the United Kingdom to 21 per 
cent. for Belgium and 25 per cent. for France. In 
each case except Germany and the United Kingdom 
there has been a definite devaluation of currency since 
1930, while the United Kingdom has abandoned the 
gold standard, without, however, any de jure 
devaluation.

The course of the general index numbers of whole- 
sale prices during the thirteen months ended Decem- 
ber, 1936, in each of the countries named is set out in 
the following table. The subsequent paragraphs deal- 
ing with each country separately contain particulars of 
the groups of commodities covered by these index 
numbers, and show the quarterly movements of prices 
since the December quarter of 1935 for each group, 
in addition to the general index numbers. 

From the table it will be seen that wholesale prices 
in each of the countries specified were higher in 
December, 1936, than a year earlier, and that, except

The upward movement was resumed in July and con- 
tinued until the end of the year, the greatest increase 
occurring in October (11:1 per cent.) following the de. 
valuation of the franc at the end of September; the 
index for December was the highest recorded since 
November, 1930, and the increase compared with a 
year earlier was 39°8 per cent. 


In Belgium and the United Kingdom there were 
only slight variations of price levels during the first 
half of the year, but a strong upward movement, which 
commenced in Belgium in July and in the United 
Kingdom in June, continued steadily until the end of 
the year, when prices were 10:0 and 10:2 per cent., 
respectively, higher than in December, 1935. The 
index numbers in December, 1936, were the highest 
recorded since June, 1931, in Belgium and since June, 
1930, in the United Kingdom. In Germany and the 
United States prices at the end of 1936 were 1:5 and 
4-1 per cent., respectively, higher than a year earlier, 
the movement from month to month being very slight 
—the largest increase in both countries occurred in 
December; in Italy there was a general upward ten- 
dency throughout the year, the index number in 
December being some 6 per cent, higher than a year 
earlier.

Prices of animal foodstuffs fluc- 
tuated considerably, and at the end of the year were 
about 21 per cent. higher than a year earlier. In the 
sugar, coffee and cocoa group there was little change 
from January to May, but thereafter prices rose con- 
tinuously until the end of the year, when they were 
about 33 per cent. higher than in the previous 
December. 


Industrial materials were on the average 10 per cent. 
dearer last year than in 1935 and the index for Decem- 
ber was 36°7 per cent. higher than in December, 1935. 
The increase took place almost entirely during the last 
quarter, the rise in October being particularly pro- 
nounced. Prices of minerals and metals, which moved 
but slightly during the first half of the year, increased 
considerably thereafter and were about 57 per cent. 
higher in December than a year earlier. Prices of 
textiles and of miscellaneous commodities were not 
appreciably altered during the first nine months of the 
year, but increases during the last quarter raised the 
index numbers in December to about 36 and 254 per 
cent., respectively, more than a year earlier. 


A re-grouping of the commodities into national and 
imported products shows that the former were on the 
average 184 per cent. dearer in 1936 than in 1935, and 
the latter 12 per cent. dearer. Prices of national 
products rose sharply in the first, third and fourth 
quarters, and in December they were 36 per cent. 
above the level of December, 1935. For imported 
products, prices remained fairly steady until October; 
in that month, as a consequence of the devaluation of 
the franc, they rose sharply (224 per cent.), and this 
movement continued to the end of the year, the index 
for December being nearly 50 per cent. higher than a 
year earlier.

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Prices of agricultural produce were on the average 
higher in 1936 than in 1935 by 2°6 per cent. In 
December, 1936, however, they were lower than a 
year earlier by 1-3 per cent.; this decrease was due to 
declines of 5:2 per cent, for cattle and 1 per cent. for 
feeding-stuffs for animals, prices of foodstuffs of vege- 
table and animal origin showing no substantial change. 
Prices of vegetable foodstuffs and of feeding-stuffs for 
animals rose during the first half of the year, but 
declined thereafter; the opposite movement was shown 
by prices of animal foodstuffs, while cattle prices 
varied unevenly throughout the year, being highest in 
September and lowest in December. 

Prices of industrial materials were on the average 
26 per cent. higher in 1936 than in 1935. There was 
little variation from January to July, but thereafter 
successive small increases brought the index number 
at the end of the year to about 3 per cent. above that 
of December, 1935. Among the commodities com- 
prising this group, rubber and skins and leather were 
dearer in 1936 than in 1935 by about 30} and 154 per 
cent., respectively, and appreciable increases were also 
recorded for non-ferrous metals, textiles and power and 
lubricating oils. Other commodity groups showed little 
change. Large increases in price were shown in 
November and December for non-ferrous metals and in 
December for power and lubricating oils, but the price 
movement from month to month of nearly all other 
commodities was slight. Comparison of prices in 
December, 1936, with those of a year earlier shows 
increases in respect of all but two of the classes, the 
largest being for rubber (584 per cent.), non-ferrous 
metals (17 per cent.), skins and leather (16 per cent.) 
and power and lubricating oils (74 per cent.) ; the index 
for artificial fertilisers declined by 24 per cent. and 
that for coal by less than 1 per cent. 


Industrial finished goods, which have risen slightly 
in price each year since 1932, rose again in 1936, for 
which year the index number was 1} per cent. higher 
than for 1935. This increase was mainly due to a 
steady rise throughout the year in the price of clothing, 
which was 7 per cent. dearer in December, 1936, than 
a year previously.

Prices of foodstuffs, which on the average were 12 
per cent. dearer in 1936 than in the previous year, were 
lowest in May and highest in December; in the latter 
month the index number was the highest since July, 
1930, and 16 per cent. above that of December, 1935. 


Comparing the averages for the two years, the 
largest increases among industrial materials were for 
rubber (36 per cent.), metallurgical products (15 per 
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cent.), fats (14 per cent.), skins and leather (12 per 
cent.), chemical fertilisers and coal tar and derivatives 
(each 114 per cent.) and building materials (11 per 
cent.), while for glass there was a small decline. 
Tobacco was cheaper by 18} per cent. A comparison 
of prices in December with those in the corresponding 
month of 1935 shows that rubber increased in price by 
53 per cent. and metallurgical products, building 
materials, paper, glass and fuel also became consider- 
ably dearer, the increases ranging from 22} to 114 per 
cent. Smaller increases were recorded for all other 
commodities except tobacco, coal tar and derivatives, 
and petroleum and derivatives, which cheapened by 
214, 134 and 4 per cent., respectively.

In contrast to the rise in price of all other groups of 
commodities, foods were on the average 2 per cent. 
cheaper in 1936 than in 1935, though food prices in 
December were about the same as a year earlier. Prices 
of farm products tended to fall during the first five 
months of the year, but thereafter substantial monthly 
increases raised the index in December to 13 per cent. 
above that of a year earlier and the average for the year 
to 24 per cent. above that for the previous year. The 
index number for December was the highest since 
June, 1930, 


Among the industrial groups each of the index 
numbers showed an increase in December, 1936, as 
compared with a year earlier, the largest (103 per 
cent.) being in respect of miscellaneous commodities. 
This index increased steadily throughout the year, 
while those of building materials and fuel and lighting 
varied only slightly; prices of all other industrial 
materials tended to decline during the first half of the 
year and to increase during the second half, the 
greatest increases occurring in December. 


A re-grouping of the ten groups of commodities for 
which index numbers are compiled shows that both 
raw materials and semi-manufactures were on the 
average over 3 per cent. higher in price in 1936 than in 
1935; for finished manufactures no appreciable change 
was recorded. Raw materials declined slightly during 
the first five months of the year, but rose thereafter, 
average prices in December being 10 per cent. higher 
than a year earlier. Semi-manufactured articles 
showed little change in the first half-year, a rising 
tendency in the next four months, followed by a sharp 
rise in November and again in December, the figure 
for this latter month being 9 per cent. above that of a 
year earlier. Prices of finished products fell slightly 
during the first five months; they rose somewhat 
sharply in July and August, and again in December, to 
a point about 1 per cent. higher than a year earlier. 
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ITALY 


With the resumption of the publication of certain of 
the statistical information relating to the economic 
situation in Italy, it is again possible to incorporate 
particulars respecting the movement of wholesale 
prices in that country. 


The previous articles in this series—terminating with 
that in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of June 4 last 
—were based on the index of wholesale prices com- 
piled by Professor Bachi. Publication of this index 
has not yet been resumed and it is proposed 
henceforward to use the official index number of whole- 
sale prices, compiled by the Istituto Centrale di Statis. 
tica (Central Statistical Institute). A complete 
description of this index will be found in the November, 
1934, issue of the ‘‘ Bollettino dei Prezzi,’’ published 
by the Central Statistical Institute, and the details of 
the index number are now published monthly in the 
Institute’s ‘‘ Bollettino Mensile di Statistica.’’ The 
index is described as “‘ national,’’ and the number of 
commodities covered and of markets from which quota- 
tions are derived are considerably greater than was the 
case with the ‘‘ Bachi ’’ index number.

Prices of foodstuffs were on the average nearly 12 per 
cent. higher in 1936 than in 1935 and were higher in 
December than a year earlier by 8 per cent. Except 
in June and July prices tended to rise throughout the 
year. 


For each of the industrial groups average prices in 
1936 were considerably higher than in 1935, the largest 
increases being recorded for paper and cardboard (294 
per cent.), fuels and mineral oils (244 per cent.) and 
textile products, leather, hides and skins (22$ per 
cent.), while the increases in other groups ranged from 
164 to 93 per cent. Prices of chemical products and 
fertilisers and of metallurgical products and machinery 
rose fairly steadily throughout most of the year; there 
was little movement in the prices of non-metallic 
minerals, ceramic wares and glass, but considerable 
fluctuations occurred in the prices of the other groups 
—the rise in respect of timber in November was par- 
ticularly marked. Comparing prices in December, 
1936, with those of a year earlier, the greatest increases 
were for timber (223 per cent.) and textile products, 
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jeather, hides and skins (174 per cent.), while fuel and 
mineral oils declined by 18 per cent. and paper and 
cardboard by 11 per cent. : 

A re-grouping of the commodities for which index 
numbers are compiled shows that prices for raw 
materials, semi-manufactures. and manufactured 
products were on the average about 15}, 19 and 6} per 
cent., respectively, dearer in 1936 than in 1935. Prices 
of raw materials rose during the first four months of 
the year, and, after falling somewhat, rose again 
sharply in August and thereafter, while those of semi- 
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manufactures showed a continuous decline from March 
to October, followed by a rise to the end of the year. 
Prices of manufactured products were substantially 
unchanged during the first six months of the year and 
the increases during the second half-year were rela- 
tively small. The index numbers for raw materials and 
manufactured products in December were about 10 
and 6 per cent., respectively, higher than a year 
earlier, while that for semi-manufactures was 1 per 
cent, lower as a result of the sharp fall in the price of 
mineral oils after June. 


PASSENGER MOVEMENT FROM AND TO THE IRISH FREE STATE 
DETAILS FOR 1936 


In the article relating to passenger movement from 
and to the United Kingdom, which was published in 
last week’s issue of the ‘*‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
(pages 803-312), it was explained that, while the re- 
turns received by the Board of Trade include the 
passenger movement between the United Kingdom and 
the Irish Free State (particulars of which movement 
were given on page 307), the statistics relating to the 
passenger movement between the Irish Free State and 
places outside Europe and not within the Mediter- 
ranean Sea (more briefly referred to as ‘‘ non- 
European countries ’’) have, from April 1, 1923, ceased 
to be included among the particulars collected by the 
Board of Trade. From that date, however, similar 
particulars regarding the passenger traffic in question 
have been obtained by the Irish Free State Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce, and summaries of 
these are communicated to the Board of Trade. The 
object of the present article is to present particulars 
for 1936 relating to: — 

(1) The passenger movement between Irish Free 
State ports and non-European countries; 
and 

(2) the movement of emigrants and immigrants 
of British nationality from and to the Irish 
Free State, including both those who travel 
direct from, or to, ports in that country, 
and those who travel via ports in the 
United Kingdom. 


In addition to the figures for 1936, comparative 
figures for 1935 are shown. 


MOVEMENT OF PASSENGERS* BETWEEN THE 
IRISH FREE STATE AND NON-EUROPEAN 
COUNTRIES 


Table I at the foot of this page gives particulars of 
the number of passengers (including emigrants and 
immigrants) who travelled directly between Irish Free 
State ports and the United States during each quarter 
of 1935 and 1936. The sum total of the figures shown 
in Table I (including the footnote) and those relating 
to the United Kingdom passenger movement, which

appeared in the table on page 309 of ‘‘ The Board of 
Trade Journal ’’ of March 4, represents the total direct 
passenger movement between all ports in the British 
Isles and non-Kuropean countries in 1935 and 1936. 

The whole of the direct passenger movement between 
the Irish Free State and non-European countries in 
1936 was to and from the United States, arrivals of 
British nationality exceeding departures by 1,184, as 
compared with 1,372 in 1935. As regards passengers 
of alien nationality there was an inward balance of 
1,962 in 1936 and of 1,384 in the previous year. 

From the figures given in the tables it will be seen 
that, of the 3,539 British passengers outward from 
Irish Free State ports to the United States in 1936, 
363 were emigrants, and of the 4,723 British passengers 
inward from that country 845 were immigrants. 

If the number of migrants be deducted from the 
total number of British passengers, there was a balance 
inward into the Irish Free State in 1936 of 702 British 
subjects, and in addition there was an inward balance 
of 1,962 aliens. This total inward balance of 2,664 
persons may be related to the balance of passengers 
into the United Kingdom from the Irish Free State 
referred to on pages 307-8 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of last week, Deducting from each balance 
of passengers the balance of British migrants to or from 
non-European countries, the figures for the years 1933 
to 1936 are as follows :—

total number of passengers in 1934 were 3,492 alien 
passengers on vessels engaged in pleasure cruises to 
the Irish Free State. The corresponding figures for 
1935 and 1936 were 1,150 passengers of all nationali- 
ties (532 aliens), and 2,745 (2,734 aliens). Of these 
only 618 passengers in 1935 and 408 in 1936 left Irish 
Free State ports for the Continent, the balance in each 
year being included in the net balance of passengers 
from the Irish Free State to the United Kingdom. In 
addition pilgrims proceeding to Rome and Lourdes 
numbered 3,517 in 1934, and 3,125 and 1,323 to 
Lourdes in 1935 and 1936, respectively. The balance 
of about 1,000 persons in each year represents the 
normal movement. 


The net movement from the Irish Free State into the 
United Kingdom was of normal dimensions in 1933, 
but showed a large progressive increase in each subse- 
quent year, the figure for 1936 being nearly four times 
as great as in 1933. Included in the total of 28,814 in 
1936 were 2,337 passengers on pleasure cruises from 
the Continent.

In 1934 the number of passengers in each direction 
was considerably greater than in the preceding year, 
the number of inward passengers being approximately 
the same as the number travelling to the Continent. 
In 1935 the numbers fell by about 3,000 outward and 
2,400 inward, and in 1936 there were further reduc- 
tions of 2,000 outward and 400 inward, there being an 
inward balance of 2,232 in that year. Included in the 





all those bound for, or arriving from, other non- 
Juropean countries, travel via ports in the United 
Kingdom, and are recorded in the returns furnished to 
the Board of Trade. 


Table II at the head of this page gives details of the 
migrants of British nationality who embarked of 
arrived at ports in the Irish Free State in each quarter 
of 1936 with comparative figures for 1935. The table 
includes particulars of the small number of migrants 
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from, or to, Great Britain and Northern Ireland who 
embarked or disembarked at Free State ports. These 
migrants are included in the numbers of passengers 
shown in Table I. 


Table III, below, gives details of the migrants 
of British nationality who, in leaving or taking up 
permanent residence in the Irish Free State, travelled 
via ports in the United Kingdom. 


It may be noted that, so far as British nationals are 
concerned, in 1936 about 72 per cent. of the emigrants 
from, and 50 per cent. of the immigrants into, the 
Irish Free State, travelled via ports in the United 
Kingdom. Of the 914 emigrants so travelling in 1936, 
193 departed via Liverpool, 383 via London, 206 via 
Southampton, and 17 and 95 via Londonderry and 
Belfast, respectively. Of the 762 immigrants into the 
Irish Free State via the United Kingdom 112 arrived 
at Liverpool, 291 at London, 162 at Southampton, 37 
at Plymouth and 56 and 92 at Londonderry and 
Belfast respectively. 





SPECIAL ARTICLES—Continued 

If the numbers shown in Table III be added to the 
number of persons shown in Table II it will be seen 
that the total numbers of persons of British nationality 
recorded as leaving permanent residence in the Irish 
Free State to take up permanent residence in non- 
European countries in 1936 was 1,261, as compared 
with 1,031 in 1935. On the other hand, the British 
subjects who were recorded as leaving permanent resi- 
dence in non-European countries to take up per- 
manent residence in the Irish Free State numbered 
1,523 in 1936, as compared with 1,643 in 1935. The 
inward balance of British migrants was 262 in 1936 
and 612 in 1935, the inward balance having declined 
year by year since 1932. 

The first table on page 368 (migration by countries) 
shows that the number of emigrants to the United 
States represented about 35 per cent. of the total 
number of emigrants from the Irish Free State in 1936 
and 87 per cent. in 1935; of the total number of immi- 
grants into the Irish Free State about 59 per cent. 
came from the United States in 1936 and 63 per cent. 
in the previous year,

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


UMBRELLAS, SUNSHADES AND WALKING 
STICKS 


The Treasury have issued, on the recommendation 
of the Import Duties Advisory Committee, the Addi- 
tional Import Duties (No. 4) Order, 1987 (S.R. & O., 
1937, No. 185), providing for the following rates of 
duty on parts and fittings for umbrellas, sunshades and 
walking sticks :— 


(a) Covers and shaped material for 
making into covers, cases, cloth 
caps, tassels, cords, bands 
(whether elastic or not), rubber 
rings and parts and fittings 
wholly of wood not comprised 


in (b) below 20 per cent. 
(b) Handles and parts incorporating 
handles ps5 sith ... 2s. 6d. per dozen, 


or 20 per cent., 
whichever is_ the 
greater. 


(c) Other parts and fittings ... 334 per cent. 

The effect of the Order is to increase the duty on the 
cheaper grades of handles and to bring the duty on all 
metal parts up to 334 per cent. ad valorem. 


The Committee report that in regard to metal parts, 
imports of very cheap foreign parts have had a depress- 
ing effect on British prices. Up to the present, one 
type of umbrella rib has been subject to a duty of 
334 per cent. ad valorem, and the Committee recom- 
mend that this rate of duty should be applied to all 
metal parts of umbrellas, sunshades and walking 
sticks, i.e. in substance to all parts of umbrellas other 
than handles and parts made of textile materials, 
rubber and wood. 


In the case of handles, the Committee report that 
the foreign competition is such that the British manu- 
facturers have been forced to sell their product at 
prices below the costs of production, and unless some 
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further protection is provided their continued existence 
will be seriously jeopardised. 


The Committee do not anticipate that the present 
Recommendation will have any adverse effects on the 
umbrella industry in this country, but there has 
recently been a slight increase ‘in imports of complete 
umbrellas, including imports from a new source at 
very low prices, and they propose to keep the position 
under review. 


The Order took effect from March 5, 1937. 


A White Paper (Cid. 5391) containing the Treasury 
Order and the Advisory Committee’s Recommendation 
has been published by H.M. Stationery Office, Adastral 
House, Kingsway, London, W.C.2. 


UPPER LEATHERS 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have issued the Import 
Duties (Drawback) (No. 1) Order, 1937 (S.R. & O., 
1937, No. 138), authorising, under Section 9 of the 
Finance Act, 1932, the allowance of drawback of 
Customs duties as from March 5, 1937, in respect of 
certain dressed box and willow calf and other leathers 
when used in the manufacture of the outer parts of the 
uppers of specified kinds of boots and shoes of the 
larger sizes. 


The export trade in leather footwear has been 
steadily declining, and this is attributed largely to 
increased restrictions in certain oversea markets. In 
the intensified competition for the available markets, 
the import duty of 30 per cent. chargeable on the 
dressed leathers referred to is an appreciable item in 
costs, and a sensible handicap, where the use of duty- 
paid material is necessary. 


The Treasury Order, together with the Recom- 
mendation of the Advisory Committee, has been pub- 
lished (Cmd, 5390) by H.M. Stationery Office, Adastral 
House, Kingsway, London, W.C.2. 


WHALE OIL; DOLLS AND RATTLES; BEEF ° 


AND VEAL 


The Import Duties Advisory Committee give notice

ARGENTINE STATE RAILWAY TENDER

NICARAGUAN CONSULAR FEE INCREASED 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a 
Nicaraguan Decree, dated January 29, 1937, to come 
into force 45 days from its publication in the 
‘* Gaceta ’’ on February 8, which provides that the fee 
charged for the visa of Consular Invoices for mer- 
chandise shipped to Nicaragua under a Bill of Lading 
or sent by Parcel Post shall be increased from 3 per 
cent. to 5 per cent. of the value of the said 
merchandise. 


This fee will, as hitherto, be collected by the 
Nicaraguan Customs Houses. 


COMMITTEE ON LIGHT VESSELS AND 
STATIONS 


The Elder Brethren of Trinity House and the 
Chamber of Shipping and Liverpool Steam Ship 
Owners’ Association have agreed to set up a Com- 
mittee of representatives of those authorities to con- 
sider whether, having regard to the development of 
wireless and other modern aids to navigation, the 
reasonable requirements of shipping permit of any 
reduction in the number of stations in the service of 
Trinity House which are occupied by manned light 
vessels; and what should be the types and standard 
equipment of the vessels employed. 


Admiral Sir Percy Douglas, K.C.B., C.M.G., has, 
at the request of the President of the Board of Trade, 
agreed to act as Chairman of this Committee, 
which has now started on its enquiry. 


LOSS OF S.T. ‘‘SAN SEBASTIAN ”’ 


The Formal Investigation ordered into the cireum- 
stances attending the stranding and total loss of the 
Fleetwood steam trawler ‘* San Sebastian ’’ off 
Ardbeg, Island of Islay, on January 10, has been fixed 
for hearing in the Magistrates’ Room, Dale Street, 
Liverpool, on Tuesday, March 16, 1937, at 10.30 a.m. 


GALLANTRY AT SEA 
BOARD OF TRADE RECOGNITION 


The Board of Trade have awarded pieces of plate to 
Katsue Mori, Master of the Japanese s.s. *‘ Chicago 
Maru ’’; Olaf Kristian Egidius, Master of the Nor- 
wegian m.v. ‘‘ Vivi’’; Juan F. Calleja, Master of the 
American s.s. ‘‘ Governor Taft,’’ and Lieutenant- 
Commander W. R. Brust, U.S.N.R., Master of the 
American s.s. ‘‘ New York ’’; and silver plaques to the 
United States destroyers ‘‘ Peary ’’ and ‘‘ Bulmer,”’ 
in recognition of the services rendered by the ships 
named in rescuing the passengers and crew of the 
British motor vessel ‘‘ Silverhazel ’’ of London, when 
that vessel stranded in San Bernardino Channel on 
November 9, 1935. 


All these vessels took considerable risks in rescue 
attempts, which were severely handicapped by bad 
weather. The difficulties of the situation were such 
that it was not until November 13 that the passengers 
and crew, with the exception of the Master, who was 
drowned in trying to save a dog, and of a lascar who 
was also drowned, were picked up from rafts by the 
two destroyers.

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LLOYD’S WRECK STATISTICS FOR 
SEPTEMBER QUARTER, 1936 


Returns published by Lloyd’s Register of vessels totally 
lost, condemned, etc., during the quarter ended Septem- 
ber 30, 1936, show casualties (excluding ships of less than 
100 tons gross) amounting to 64, of 81,607 tons. 


Of the vessels lost during the quarter under review, 
35, of 35,327 tons, were wrecked; 9, of 18,797 tons, were 
the victims of collisions; 4, of 11,649 tons, were burnt; 
5, of 8,475 tons, were posted as lost, etc.; 5, of 3,440 tons, 
foundered; 4, of 3,311 tons, were posted as missing; 1, of 
380 tons, was abandoned at sea; and 1, of 228 tons, was 
broken up. 


The British flag was flown by 5 of the casualty vessels, and 
the tonnage, 13,653, represented 0-07 per cent. of British 
ownership; British Dominions’ flags were flown by 15 
vessels, of 7,200 tons (0-61 per cent.); the United States 
2, of 1,356 tons (0-07 per cent.); Denmark 1, of 148 tons, 
(0:14 per cent.); France 5, of 17,156 tons (0-35 per cent.); 
Germany 2, of 1,920 tons (0:09 per cent.); Greece 1, of 
4,410 tons (0-16 per cent.); Holland 2, of 320 tons (0-14 per 
cent.); Italy 2, of 560 tons (0-16 per cent.); Japan 7, of 
10,689 tons (0:30 per cent.); Norway 3, of 2,870 tons (0:16 
per cent.); Spain 5, of 10,530 tons (0-55 per cent.); and 
Sweden 2, of 1,828 tons (0-16 per cent.).

OVERSEA TRADE IN NOVEMBER, 1936 


The report on oversea trade of Australia for November, 
1936, recently made available by the Commonwealth 
Statistician, Canberra, shows that imports of merchandise 

in November, 1936, were £stg.7,877,000, as compared with 
' £stg.7,189,000 in November, 1935, an _ increase of 
£stg.688,000 (10 per cent.) and exports of merchandise were 
£stg.12,415,000 in November, 1936, as compared with 
£stg.11,459,000, an increase of £stg.956,000 (8 per cent.). 
Imports of merchandise for the first five months of the 
year 1936-37 were £stg.38,555,000, as compared with 
£stg.34,896,000 for the_first five months of 1935-36, an in- 
crease of £stg.3,659,000 (10 per cent.), while exports of 
merchandise were £stg.39,784,000, as compared with 
£stg.36,891,000, an increase of £stg.2,893,000 (8 per cent.). 


BALANCE OF TRADE 


The favourable commodity balance of trade in November, 
1936, was 4,538,000, as compared with a favourable 
balance of £stg.4,270,000 in November, 1935. Including

bullion and specie the favourable commodity balance in 
November, 1936, was £stg.5,232,000, as against a favour- 
able balance of £stg.4,958,000 in November, 1935, 


For the first five months of 1936-37 a favourable com- 
modity balance of £stg.1,229,000 was recorded as compared 
with a favourable balance of £stg.1,995,000 for the first 
five months of 1935-36. Including bullion and specie the 
favourable balance for the first five months of 1936-37 was 
£stg.4,813,000, as compared with a favourable balance of 
£Lstg.5,463,000 for the corresponding period of 1935-36.

Lower 
average prices were declared for butter, sugar, beef, mutton, 
tallow, and zinc bars.

Bihar, March 1.—Rainfall has been light to moderate 
generally. The harvesting and crushing of sugarcane is 
going on. Rabi is in fair to good condition, although the 
recent rain and hailstorms have somewhat damaged the 
crops in Patna, Monghyr and Purnea. 


Orissa, March 1.—Rain has fallen in Cuttack, Puri and 
Balasore. The threshing of Saradh paddy continues, and 
Dalua paddy is thriving. Sugarcane pressing is going on. 
The wheat, tobacco and castor crops are in fair condition. 

Punjab, March 1.—Rainfall has been general, the maxi- 
mum being 2-92 inches in the Sialkot district and the 
minimum 0-03 in Gurgaon. The rain has proved useful to 
standing crops, which are in average to good condition. 
Rapeseed has been damaged by insects in Gurgaon. 


Central Provinces, February 27.—The weather has been 
cloudy, with light to moderate showers. Rabi has been 
damaged by hail in the northern and plateau districts. The 
harvesting of wheat and linseed is progressing. 

Bengal, March 3.—Light scattered rain has fallen. The 
condition of the crops is fair. 

Assam, March 8.—The weather has been seasonable. Crop 
prospects are fair.—Trade Commissioner for India in 
London.

CYPRUS 
CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The weather during January was exceptionally cold and 
wet. Agricultural work was slowed down, but, as most of 
the crops were in the ground, this was unimportant. In 
general the prospects for 1937 are very hopeful. 

Onions and potatoes have proved profitable, and the areas 
of both will be increased; the position with regard to cumin 
has also improved, although there will be less planted this 
year than last owing to the large stocks still unsold. There 
has been a general increase in the value of vine products, 
which is likely to continue owing to the demand for export. 
Raisins have improved. Less interest is shown in tobacco 
and cotton. 

Wheat and barley sowing was completed during the 
month. Germination was good and, although growth was 
checked by the frosty weather, the crops present an excellent 
appearance. 

Flax looks excellent and should yield heavily. Aniseed 
sowing is in progress and the area will probably be de- 
creased. There is a fair demand. 

Weather conditions have been bad for citrus fruits. Pick- 
ing has been slowed down and a certain amount of frost 
damage is visible. Frost is probably responsible for the 
excessive wastage of fruit during transit in the last 
shipments. 

Great activity in planting almonds continues. Carobs 
show good flowering and prospects are hopeful. A fair crop 
of olives is expected.—Government of Cyprus Information 
Office in London.

PRELIMINARY REPORT NO. 4 





INTRODUCTORY NOTES 


1. The preliminary results of the Census of Produc- 
tion of 1935 are being issued in a series of Supplements 
to the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ at fortnightly 
intervals. Notice of the trades to be covered by follow- 
ing issues will be given in the ‘‘ Journal ’”’ from time 
to time. 


Complete returns may not have been received in all 
cases at the time of publication of the preliminary 
results, which should accordingly be regarded as pro- 
visional. In general, however, the amendments 
necessary are expected to be of minor importance, and 
the results may be taken as substantially comparable 
in the aggregate with those for previous years. For 
certain semi-manufactured articles, the output 
recorded as sold in 1935 may exceed the corresponding 
figure for 1934 by reason of returns being furnished for 
1985 for each separate establishment, so far as prac- 
ticable, whereas for 1934 firms were permitted to 
furnish an aggregated return covering the whole of 
their activities in one trade. The final figures will be 
published at a later date in volume form, and these 
final reports will contain additional detail, including 
for certain trades an estimate of the output free from 
duplication. 


2. Scope of the Census.—The Census covered manu- 
facturing industries, mines and quarries, the Building 
and Contracting Trade and the productive services 
carried out by Public Utility Undertakings, whether 
publicly or privately owned. Repairing and ‘‘ process- 
ing’’ work was included. The number of separate 
trades distinguished was 122; a list of these trades is 
given at the end of these notes. All the particulars 
relate to the United Kingdom. 


3. Exclusion of small firms.—Detailed returns were 
not obtained from firms employing not more than ten 
persons as a yearly average, the only information 
required from these firms (except those in the Bread, 
Cakes, etc., Trade) being a statement of the nature of 
their business and the average number of their male 
and female employees in the year. The same limita- 
tion was applied to the Census of 1930 and to the 
Import Duties Act Inquiries of 1933 and 1934, and the 
whole of the information given in this series, for any 
year, should be understood to relate to the operations 
of firms employing more than ten persons. 


At the 1930 Census the number of businesses in 
which not more than ten persons were employed was 
recorded as 212,140; the estimated number of persons 
employed by these firms was 758,000, or about 9°6 per 
cent. of the total for all industries. 


4. Comparisons with previous years.—Comparison 
of the results for 1935 is made with those of the most 
recent previous year for which statistics are available, 
ie. with those for the year 1934 in the case of the 78 
trades included in the Import Duties Act Inquiry for 
that year, and with those of the 1930 Census in the 
case of the remaining trades. 


In some cases where comparisons are made with the 
results of the Import Duties Act Inquiry, 1934, the 
particulars shown for that year may be defective. This 
arises from two, causes: (i) the Inquiry for 1934 was 
generally limited to manufacturing undertakings, 





repairing firms and workshops doing only a commission 
trade being excluded; (ii) as the Inquiry related only 
to selected trades, some classes of products were not 
completely covered, being manufactured also by firms 
whose principal output lay in trades that were 
excluded from the Inquiry. Any substantial differ- 
ences that may be due to these circumstances are dealt 
with by a special note, generally to Table II dealing 
with the ‘‘ principal products’’ of the trade 
concerned. 


5. Contents of the preliminary summaries.—The pre- 
liminary series of results will consist generally of 
seven tables, containing the information set out below. 


Table I.—The principal results recorded by all firms 
that made returns on schedules for the trade 
concerned, 


Table II.—The total selling values and (where avail- 
able) quantities of the principal products of the trade. 
These totals will include not only the output of the 
firms classified in the trade concerned but also the 
additional output recorded by firms whose returns were 
made on schedules for other trades. The figures for 
1935 may not cover the whole of this additional out- 
put, and cases in which the deficiencies are likely to 
impair comparability are specially noted. 

For some trades in which important classes of semi- 
finished goods may either be sold or be further manu- 
factured by the firm that produced them, particulars 
. the total quantities of these goods made are also 
shown. 


Table III.—The quantities of the principal products 
of the trade in relation to those of exports and imports. 
Particulars of value may be given in cases where com- 
parable records of quantities are not available. 


Table IV.—Particulars of the secondary output of 
the trade, i.e. all goods made and work done other 
than those included in Table II as principal products. 


Table V.—The quantity and cost of certain im- 
portant classes of materials, and of coal, coke, heavy 
fuel oil and electricity purchased and used by firms 
that made returns on schedules for the trade con- 
cerned. For some trades this information was obtain- 
able only on voluntary lines. 


Table VI.—The quantities of electricity consumed 
(generated in firms’ own works and purchased) by firms 
that made returns on schedules for the trade concerned. 
This information is not available for the year 1934. 


Table VII.—The average number of operatives em- 
ployed in the year and the number of administrative, 
technical and clerical staff employed in one week in 
October, classified between males and females and 
between employees over and under 18 years of age. 
The sex and age distribution of the operatives is as 
recorded for the week ended October 12, 1935. The 
numbers shown relate to those employed by the firms 
whose returns were made on schedules for the trade 
concerned. 


For those trades in which outworkers are employed, 
the numbers of these employees are also given for two 
dates in each year. 
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6. Instructions for ing Returns.—The following 
notes explain the meanings of the terms used in the 
tables and outline the general instructions given to 
firms as to the manner in which their returns were to 
be completed. 


(i) Period covered.—Firms were required to make 
returns for the calendar year 1935, but if the calendar 
year was not their year of account, a return for a 
business year ending not later than April 7, 1936, and 
not earlier than April 8, 1935, was accepted. 


(ii) Valuation of output.—The values to be shown 
were the net selling values of all deliveries of goods (as 
packed for sale) within the year of return, plus the 
book value of stocks at the end and less that of stocks 
at the beginning of the year. In determining the net 
selling value, firms were instructed to deduct from the 
amounts charged to customers such items as discounts, 
payments to transport firms, railway companies, etc., 
for carriage outwards, and allowances for returnable 
cases, etc. Where separate returns were made for 
different departments of the same firm, and goods 
produced in one department were used in another 
department in the production of more finished goods, 
such goods were required to be included in the output 
of the first (producing) department, and in the 
materials of the second (using) department, at the 
value at which they were transferred in the firm’s 
books. 


(iii) Valuation of work done by firms working ‘* on 
commission,’’ ete.—Firms working ‘* on commission ’’ 
or *‘ for the trade ’’ on materials given out to them by 
other firms were required to state, as the value of their 
output, only the amounts received by them for the 
work, less discounts and payments to transport firms, 
railway companies, etc., for carriage outwards, and to 
exclude the value of the materials supplied to them by 
the firms for which the work was done. Where the 
work was done on goods supplied by manufacturing 
firms, its value is included in the final selling value of 
the goods as recorded by those firms. In the case of 
goods made on commission for merchants or other 
persons who made no returns at the Census, the selling 
value of the goods has escaped record. 


(iv) Distinction between ‘‘ Goods made for sale’ 
and ‘‘ Total make.’’—The output recorded as ‘‘ made 
for sale ’’ represents goods in the form in which they 
were sold during the year of account or held in stock at 
the end of the year. Where goods were used for 
further manufacturing purposes in the establishments 
in which they were made, the output for sale falls 
short of the total quantities made. For certain classes 
of products a return of total make was required in 
addition to that of the output for sale, and this addi- 
tional information is shown separately. 


(v) Work in progress at beginning or end of year.— 
In order to determine the output properly attributable 
to the year covered by their returns, firms engaged in 
certain industries were required to state the value of 
work in progress at the beginning and end of that year. 
If the statement of output included any goods which 
were in course of construction at the beginning of the 
year the value of the work done in the previous year 
was estimated and returned separately; similarly, the 
value of goods in course of construction at the end of 
the year was estimated and returned separately. 
Allowance for the difference in these aggregates has 
been made where necessary. 


(vi) Exclusion of merchanting.—Where firms, in 
addition to their manufacturing business, also bought 
goods and re-sold them in the same condition as that 
in which they were purchased, they were instructed to 
omit such goods from their statements of output and 
of materials, and to exclude from their statements of 
persons employed those members of their staff who 
were wholly or mainly required in connection with 
their merchanting business. 


(vii) Materials.—The total ‘“‘cost of materials 
used ’’ was required to include all raw and other 








materials purchased and used in the production of the 
output recorded in the firm’s return; all fuel, oil, gas 
and electricity purchased; packing and workshop 
materials; and materials for repairs to the firm’s own 
buildings or plant carried out by.their own workpeople, 
The cost was to include charges for transport unless 
transport was carried out by the firm’s own staff, 
The book value of stocks of materials at the beginnin 
of the year was included and that of stocks at the end 
of the year deducted from the total purchases in the 
year. The figure was not to include wages, salaries, 
rent, rates, insurance, depreciation, and _ similar 
charges, or the cost of new machinery and plant, 
Where separate returns were made for different depart- 
ments of the same firm, goods produced in one depart- 
ment and used in another department were required 
to be treated as purchased by the second (usin 

department, and included in that department’s total 
cost of materials at the amount credited to the pro- 
ducing department. Firms working on commission or 
for the trade were instructed to return, as materials, 
only goods which they themselves purchased and used, 
and not the goods given out to them by the firms for 
which they worked. 


The particulars in respect of special classes of 
materials represent the total purchases in the year, 
adjusted for stock variations in the manner described 
in the previous paragraph. 


(viii) Work given out.—Firms giving out work to 
other firms or other branches of the same firms for 
which separate returns were made were required to 
state the aggregate amount paid to such firms or 
branches for work done in the year. The amount thus 
returned was not to include the cost of any items 
accounted for under the heading of ‘‘ Materials.’’ 


(ix) Net output.—The net output of a trade is the 
figure which results from deducting from the value of 
the gross output the aggregate of the ‘‘ Cost of 
materials used ’’ and amount paid for ‘‘ Work given 
out,’’ together with the amount of any Excise duty 
included in the value of the products and not in that 
of the materials used. This figure represents the value 
added to materials by the industrial processes and, 
after allowance for a sum sufficient to cover the depre- 
ciation of plant and machinery, constitutes the fund 
from which wages, salaries, rents, royalties, rates and 
taxes, advertisement and selling expenses, and all 
other similar charges have to be provided, as well as 
profits. 


(x) Persons employed.—Firms were required to 
classify persons employed by them under the two head- 
ings of (i) Operatives (wage-earners), and (ii) Adminis- 
trative, technical and clerical staff. The numbers of 
‘* Operatives ’’ relate to all wage-earners (including 
foremen, van and lorry drivers and warehousemen) 
employed by the firm in and about the factory or 
works, or in outside work of construction or repair, 
and ‘‘ Administrative, technical and clerical staff ’”’ to 
the office and management staff (i.e. working proprie- 
tors, managing directors, managers, designers, sales- 
men, travellers, etc.), all clerks, typists and other 
persons engaged primarily in office work being recorded 
under this heading and not as operatives. Where 
outworkers were employed, the number of these 
was recorded separately and not included in the 
number of operatives. Persons required wholly or 
mainly in connection with any merchanting business 
carried on were to be excluded. 


The particulars required related to the persons em- 
ployed (i.e. on the pay sheets) in certain specifie 
weeks, with the proviso that, in the event of a strike or 
lock-out, holiday or special cessation of work in any of 
these weeks, the nearest ordinary week (of which the 
ending date should be stated) was to be taken. 


Firms were required to state :— 


(a) The numbers employed in the week ended 
October 12, 1935 (or October 18, 1934, if the 
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return covered a period ended before October 12, 
1935), divided under the two main headings 
defined above, and also according to their sex and 
age (as over or under 18 years of age). 


(b) The number of operatives actually at work 
in a specified week (one of the middle weeks) in 
each month of the period covered by the return. 


(xi) Outworkers.—In those trades employing out- 
workers (i.e. workpeople doing work off the firm's 
premises on materials supplied by the firm) particulars 
were required of the number of outworkers employed 
at two dates in the year covered by the return, viz. 





at or about January 19 and July 13, 1935.

FOREIGN 
BULGARIA 
FOREIGN TRADE IN _ 1936 
(From H.M. Chargé ad’ Affaires) 
Soria 

Imports into and exports from Bulgaria in the year under 
review were valued at 3,181,062,000 leva and 3,910,382,000 
leva, as compared with 3,008,954,000 leva and 3,253,284,000 
leva, respectively, in 1935. It will be seen that in 1936 im- 
ports increased in value by 172 million leva, or 5-6 per cent., 
while exports rose by no less than 657 million leva, or 20-2 
per cent. The excess of exports over imports thus amounted 
in 1936 to 729 million leva, as compared with 244 million 
leva in 1935. 

DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE 

Germany continued during 1936 to dominate the Bul- 
garian market, contributing 61 per cent. of the total im- 
ports, as against 53-5 per cent. in 1935, and taking 47-6 per 
cent. of the total exports, as compared with 48 per cent. a 
year earlier. That Germany failed to increase her propor- 
tionate share of Bulgarian exports may to an important 
degree be attributed to Bulgaria’s attempt to direct her 
exports towards countries which pay in currencies which 
are freely transferable and are not subject to the restrictions 
of clearing agreements. The most important of these 
markets are, in so far as Bulgaria is concerned, the United 
Kingdom, Denmark, Egypt, the United States and Pales- 
tine. Bulgaria’s exports to the first, second and fourth 
of these latter countries rose during 1936 by 311-7, 57-5, and 
66-7 million leva, respectively, while they fell off to Egypt 
and Palestine by, respectively, 20 and 24-8 million leva. 

During the past year Bulgaria’s imports exceeded her 
exports in the case of Czechoslovakia by 116-5 million leva; 
of Roumania by 92-9 million leva; of Germany by 80-2

million leva, and of Austria by 65-2 million leva. On the 
other hand, exports to the United Kingdom exceeded im. 
ports by no less than 307-7 million leva, as against 0:8 
million leva in 1935; to Italy by 123-6 million leva; to Den. 
mark by 111-1 million leva; to Belgium by 98-5 million leva; 
to Egypt by 75 million leva; to Holland by 70-8 million leva. 
to Poland by 53-6 million leva; to Sweden by 42-7 million 
leva; to France by 41-3 million leva, and to the United 
States and Palestine by 31:5 million leva and 31-4 million 
leva respectively. 
TRADE BALANCES 

During 1935 Bulgaria’s chief adverse balances of trade 
were with Roumania, Czechoslovakia, Switzerland, Germany 
and Austria. In 1936 these adverse balances, with the 
exception of Switzerland, in whose case a favourable 
balance was secured, increased in sympathy with the general 
rise in the volume of foreign trade, the heaviest adverse 
balances being recorded in the case of Czechoslovakia, 
Roumania and Germany. Favourable trade balances were 
recorded in 1936, as in 1935, in the case of the United 
Kingdom, Italy, Denmark, Egypt, Holland, Poland, 
Sweden, France and Palestine, while the adverse balances 
recorded in 1935 with Belgium and the United States were 
converted into favourable ones in 1936. 

TRADE WITH THE UNITED Kincpom 

The increase in exports to the United Kingdom, amount. 
ing to 311-7 million leva, is the only outstanding change in 
Bulgaria’s foreign trade in 1936, but it has not, unfor- 
tunately, been accompanied by any correspondingly large 
increase in United Kingdom exports to Bulgaria, which 
totalled 145-95 million leva in 1936, as compared with 142 
million leva in 1935. In this connection it should be re- 
membered that, as pointed out above, Bulgaria’s search for 
markets paying in freely transferable currencies, has played 
an important if not a vital réle in the direction of exports 
to the United Kingdom. There seems at present to be every 
reason to suppose that Bulgaria will endeavour to maintain 
or increase the volume of her exports to the United King- 
dom during 1937 and should she succeed in doing so, the 
existence of a larger balance in her favour and the fact that 
the United Kingdom market has become for her secund only 
to the German in importance might prove a valuable counter 
in any future endeavour which His Majesty’s Government 
may see fit to make in order to secure more favourable treat- 
ment for the entry of United Kingdom goods into Bulgaria.

The deficit in visible exchanges was 
1,546 million frs., composed of 1,342 million frs. for foreign 
trade (the balance of Franco-British trade being 524 million 
frs. in favour of Great Britain) and 204 million frs. for 
colonial trade. Compared with the trade returns for the 
previous month, imports during January, 1937, showed an 
increase Of 306 million frs., or 10:1 per cent., and exports 
an increase of 136 million frs., or 8-3 per cent.

In the list of supplying countries the United States (10-5 
per cent. of total imports) ranked first in importance, 
followed by Algeria (9-6 per cent.), Great Britain (7-6 per 
cent.), Belgium-Luxembourg (6:8 per cent.) and Germany 
(62 per cent.), while as regards purchasing countries 
Algeria (17-6 per cent. of total exports) came first, followed

FRENCH INDO-CHINA 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—SEPTEMBER, 
1936 


H.M. Consul-General at Saigon reports that imports and 
exports in the first nine months of 1936 were valued at 
107 million francs and 1,128 million frs., as compared with 
673 million frs. and 965 million frs., respectively, in the 
corresponding period of 1935. The increase in the import 
trade being less than that in the export figures results in 
an improved commercial balance, which shows a surplus of 
421 million frs. in the nine months under review, as com- 
pared with 292 million frs. in 1935 and 46 million frs. in 
1934. It should be mentioned that these figures refer to 
goods only and do not include precious metals and coin. 
According to the returns of the principal exporters, 
‘ugmented by Customs figures, over 1,000 kilogs. of gold 
and 300 kilogs. of silver were exported during the first

three quarters of 1936, representing a total value of nearly 
17 million frs. On the other hand, the import figures were 
over 5 million frs. for the same period of 1936 and those of 
coins (chiefly the new half-cent pieces) more than 2 million 
frs. in value. For the same period of 1935 precious metals 
and coins were exported to the value of over 81 million frs., 
the import figures being comparatively insignificant. The 
following table shows the value of the principal trading

DIsTRIBUTION OF TRADE 


France’s share of the import total in the period under 
review was 53 per cent., as compared with 55 per cent. a 
year earlier, while imports from French Colonies show a 
slight increase. In the value of imports, the majority of 
the supplying countries show an increase, especially Hong- 
kong, China, Japan, India, the United Kingdom and 
Germany. 


As regards destinations of exports, exports to France 
have risen to 610 million frs. from only 264 million frs. in 
1935. In value, 54 per cent. of the exports from Indo- 
China went to France in the nine months under review, as 
compared with 47 per cent. in 1935 and 29 per cent. in 1934. 
The exports to French colonies continue to increase in 
value—30 million frs. in 1934, 38 million frs. in 1935 and 
65 million frs. in 1936. Exports to Hongkong and China, 
however, show a marked decline, 371 million frs. in 1935 and 
only 133 million frs. in 1936. The Far Eastern market 
continues to improve, with Japan from 39 million frs. in 
1935 to 46 million frs. in 1936, and with the Philippines 
from 1,200,000 frs. in 1935 to 26-5 million frs. in 1936. 
Singapore maintains the level of her purchases, at about 
78 million frs. The Dutch East Indies share fell from 
24 million frs. in 1935 to 8 million frs. in 1936; India and 
Ceylon from 35 million frs. to 31 million frs. and Siam from 
6 million frs. to 4 million frs. 


Most European countries, with the exception of Germany 
and Holland, have reduced their purchases of Indo-China 
products. On the other hand, sales to the United States 
rose in value from 39 million frs. in 1935 to 62 million frs., 
the increase being almost entirely due to rubber shipments.

Statistics of Norway’s foreign trade in January last show 
an excess of imports over exports of 28-4 million kroner. 
During the month under review exports and imports 
amounted, respectively, to 63:3 million kr. and 91-7 million 
kr., as compared with 55:5 million kr. and 64-1 million kr. 
in January, 1936. 

The values of exports of herring and fish, hides and skins, 
particularly silver-fox furs, mechanical wood pulp and raw 
and semi-manufactured metals, were considerably higher 
in January than in the corresponding month of 1936, while 
there were heavy decreases in exports of fish meal and 
nitrate of lime. 

The high value of imports as compared with January, 
1936, is accounted for by the extraordinary import of ships, 
which rose from 2-1 million kr. to 20-6 million kr., and to 
an increase of 3°8 million kr. in the imports of fats, oils, 
rubber, ete. There are also minor increases in respect of 
a number of other groups of commodities.

4. The effect of this Order is that as from the date 
specified pig iron of all descriptions will be exempt from 
duty under the Import Duties Act, 1932.

AMENDMENT TO Notice No. 373 


The Treasury have made a further Order, the Additional 
Import Duties (No. 3) Order, 1937, directing that as from 
March 3, 1937, no additional duty shall be paid in respect 
of the classes and descriptions of goods referred to in Notice 
No. 373, the conditions of which otherwise remain unaltered. 
Consequently such consignments will, as from the date men- 
tioned, be admissible on payment only of the general ad 
valorem duty of 10 per cent. 

It is to be noted that the form of the declaration laid 
down in paragraph 2 of Notice No. 373 will require to be 
amended by the substitution of the words ‘ the general 
ad valorem duty of 10 per cent.’’ for the words “ duty at 
the reduced rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem’? at the end of 
the declaration. 


IMPORT DUTIES ACT, 1932: DRAWBACK: 


UPPER LEATHER 


1. Under the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 1) Order, 
1937, made by virtue of their powers under Section 9 of the 
Finance Act, 1932, the Treasury have approved, as from 
March 5, 1937, a scheme for the allowance of drawback, 
subject to the conditions set out below, on the exportation 
of boots and shoes of the descriptions specified in column 1 
of the table annexed hereto, in respect of dressed leather of 
the following kinds used in the manufacture of the uppers 
thereof, on which duty has been charged under Part I of 
the Import Duties Act, 1932, viz. :— 


Box and willow calf, box and willow sides, and other 
chrome tanned calf, kip and hide leather, imported in 
skins or pieces weighing less than 4 Ibs. each (other 
than patent leather of a thick permanent, high gloss 
finish, and leather imported in the form of shaped pieces 
for making into boots or shoes). 


2. The Order provides that for the purposes of this scheme 
the expression ‘‘ uppers ’”’ shall be deemed not to include 
linings, internal stiffening pieces, stitchings, fastenings, or 
ornaments. 


3. The drawback is allowed subject to Section 9 of the 
Finance Act, 1932 (sub-section (4) of which provides that 
drawback in the case of the exported goods shall only be

allowed in respect of such quantity of material as is shown 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioners to be duty-paid), 
and to the terms of the scheme which provides for the 
allowance of drawback in respect of the average quantities 
of material used by manufacturers generally in the manu. 
facture of the uppers of the boots and shoes, as specified in 
column 2 of the table annexed. 


4. The scheme specifies that the rate of drawback shall 
be 3d. per square foot of dressed leather of the kinds set 
out in paragraph 1. 


5. In the case of fractions of a square foot, the amount of 
drawback will be calculated proportionately. 


6. The drawback is allowed only in respect of material 
imported, or delivered from bonded warehouse, on or after 
March 5, 1937. 


7. Material which is eligible for this drawback must be 
fully described on the relative Customs entry and the 
quantity in square feet actually imported must be stated. 


8. General information as to the procedure to be followed 
by exporters of the specified goods who wish to claim draw- 
back in respect of the specified materials used in their manu- 
facture, is contained in Notice No. 221, obtainable on appli- 
cation to the Commissioners of Customs and Excise, Custom 
House, London, E.C.3, or the local Collector of Customs 
and Excise.

ARGENTINA 
METHOD OF ASSESSING THE WEIGHT OF 
IMPORTED TEXTILES 

H.M. Commercial Counsellor at Buenos Aires has for- 
warded to the Board of Trade copy of a Resolution, dated 
December 18, issued by the Argentine Minister of Finance, 
which provides that the determination of the weight per 
square metre of textiles imported into Argentina shall be 
effected, in the first instance, in the prevailing atmospheric 
conditions. Should the result of this weighing show a 
weight per square metre which would make the goods subject 
to a higher Customs valuation than that applicable to the 
Tariff Item under which the goods were declared by the 
importer, a further investigation will be made by the 
National Chemical Office, at the request of the interested 
party, in crder to determine the weight of the goods in 
atmospheric conditions of 65 per cent. humidity. 


MARKING REGULATIONS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ”’ of January 30, 1936 (page 169), concerning the 
amendment of the Argentine regulations for the marking of 
Argentine and foreign goods, H.M. Acting Commercial 
Counsellor at Buenos Aires has reported that the date for 
the enforcement of the amended regulations has been post- 
poned until May 26 next. 


CUBA 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 

With reference to the notices in last week’s ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal ’’ (pages 322 and 344), H.M. Representative 
at Havana has reported by telegraph that the Cuban Finance 
Department have not yet agreed to the provisional applica- 
tion of the reduced duties on United Kingdom woollen piece- 
goods, woollen mixtures, linen and linen mixtures, for which 
provision is made in the United Kingdom-Cuban Commer- 
cial Agreement signed at Havana on February 19, 1937.

EXEMPTION OF CERTAIN IMPORTED GOODS

A Decree dated January 30 exempted a number of 
goods from payment of the new Circulation Tax in France 
on importation from French Colonies, Protectorates and 
Mandated Territories. A recent issue of the “ Bulletin 
Douanier ” announces that this exemption applies also to 
such goods when imported from foreign (non-French) 
countries, since the Commercial Conventions concluded with 
certain foreign countries lay down the principle that, in 
regard to internal taxes, products originating in such 
countries must not be more heavily taxed than similar 
French or French Colonial goods.

on condition that they are able to produce evidence of 
direct deliveries to their establishments or yards of not legs 
than an average of 500 metric tons of fuels per month from 
French mines or ports. The quota is allocated among the 
Chambers of Commerce specified below in the monthly pro. 
portions shown :--

Applications for allocations in respect of the quota for the 
following month must be addressed to the competent 
Chamber of Commerce not later than during the last fort- 
night of the preceding month. They must be accompanied 
by proof of new requirements due either to an increase in 
consumption or to a decrease in deliveries of French fuels, 
An application may relate only to fuels of one category 
(coal, coal briquettes, lignite briquettes, coke) coming from 
one country of origin and imported through one port. 

Portions of the allocations remaining unused at the end 
of the month may either be carried forward to the following 
month or put at the disposal of merchant-importers who 
regularly supply the needs of the district in question. 

The above provisions do not apply to main-line railways, 
nor to gas and electricity undertakings, whose applications 
for supplementary licences must continue to be addressed 
to the ‘ Direction des mines,’’ at the ‘‘ Ministére des 
travaux publies,’’ as hitherto. 


IMPORTS FOR THE PARIS INTERNATIONAL 
EXHIBITION: ADMISSION OUTSIDE THE 
QUOTAS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ?’ of February 26 contains 
a Decree, dated February 25, which makes the following 
provisions for the import into France outside the quotas of 
certain goods intended for use in connection with the 1937 
Paris International Exhibition. 

In order that foreign restaurants, cafés, brasseries, tea 
shops and other similar establishments in the grounds of 
the Exhibition may be supplied with appropriate national 
foodstuffs which are subject to quota on importation into 
France, persons interested may obtain licences to import 
quantities of these goods which will not be counted against 
the normal quotas. These licences do not, of course, dis- 
pense with the payment of the usual Customs duties and 
taxes. Applications for such licences, which must be 
approved by the foreign commissioner in charge of the 
section to which the applicant belongs, should be sent to 
the ‘‘ Commissaire générale ’’ of the Exhibition. 


Exhibits of types subject to quota which are to be de- 
livered in France, on payment of the necessary Customs 
duties, etc., at the end of the Exhibition, and perishable 
exhibits which are renewed may be admitted outside the 
quotas under special licences. Such licences may, however, 
be refused if it should appear that the quantity or value of 
the goods which it is desired to import is out of proportion 
to the importance of the share taken in the exhibition by 
the country in question or is likely to cause difficulties to 
French production. The list of such goods for which licences 
are required must be presented by the commissioners in 
charge of the exhibits of the various countries by April 1. 


Goods of small value which are delivered individually and 
which clearly have the characteristics of typical souvenirs, 
either of the production of the exhibiting country or of the 
participation of that country in the exhibition may be 
admitted outside the quota, under licence, provided they 
are not imported in quantities liable to harm French 
production, 


IMPORT OF FISH 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’? of March 6 announces 
that the imports of fresh or frozen brill, bass, sturgeon, grey 
mullet, red mullet, sole, surmullet and turbot (ex Tariff 
No. 45) into France from the United Kingdom may be 
resumed as from that date.

(AGREEMENT WITH CHILE) 


The ‘ Reichszollblatt ” of February 15, 1937, contains an 
Order, dated February 12, 1937, with retrospective effect as 
fom January 1, 1937, which provides that natural sodium 
nitrate (Chile saltpetre) [ex No. 303 of the German Customs 
Tariff] may he imported into Germany free of duty up to a 
quantity of 80,000 metric tons from January 1, 1937, to 
June 30, 1937 (supplementary to the already permitted quan- 
tity of 19,504 metric tons, from August 25, 1936, to June 30, 
1937), if accompanied by certificates of purity agreed to 
between the Government of the Reich and the State 
concerned, 


TARIFF MODIFICATIONS (AGREEMENT WITH

Klectro-magnetically operated adhesion couplings of 
simple or compound construction, such as free-wheel 
couplings, starting-gear, reverse-gear, whether con- 
nected or not with other machine parts, electro-magnetic 
brakes and similar apparatus are dutiable not as electro- 
technical apparatus, but according to their other 
characteristics. 

The above para. has now been amended to read: 

Electro-magnetically operated adhesion couplings of 
simple or compound construction, such as free-wheel 
couplings, starting-gear, reverse-gear, whether con- 
nected or not with other machine parts, also electro- 
magnetic couplings finished as brakes are dutiable, 
under Tariff No, 799. 


IMPORTATION OF COAL AND COKE FROM THE 
UNITED KINGDOM 


The Board of Trade have been informed that the Reich 
Coal Commissioner has notified the figure of German coal 
Consumption for January, 1937, as 11,306,900 metric tons 
(ie. an increase of 51 per. cent. over 7,500,000 metric tons). 

In accordance with the provisions of the Trade Agreement

of April 13, 1933, between the United Kingdom and Ger- 
many, the quota for imports of United Kingdom coal and 
coke into the German Customs Area for March, 1937, has 
been correspondingly increased from the minimum of 180,000 
metric tons to 271,800 metric tons. 


HONDURAS 
DUTIES ON WINES AND SPIRITS INCREASED 


H.M. Consul at Tegucigalpa reports that a recent Law

NETHERLANDS 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON WIRE AND WIRE 
PRODUCTS (RENEWALS) 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The 
Hague reports that, under the provisions of the Royal 
Decree No. 28 of February 24, 1937, the importation into 
the Netherlands of (a) wire nails and staples; (b) cut nails; 
(c) drawn iron and steel wire, bright, annealed or gal- 
vanised, whether or not coated with base metals and whether 
or not covered and/or spun round, in minimum lengths of 
50 cms.; and (d) barbed wire during the period March 1 to 
August 31, 1937, will be restricted to 40 per cent, of the 
average gross weight imported during six months of the 
basis years 1931 and 1932. 

Certificates of Origin will be required for all consignments 
of the above other than parcel post consignments not 
destined for the trade. 

The following goods are 
restriction :— 

Drawn iron and steel wire of a minimum thickness of 

5 mms. and thinner than 0-9 mms. 

Iron wire consisting of two or more strands of a minimum 
thickness of 5 mms. and thinner than 0-9 mms., i.e. 
the thickness of the twisted wire unless the wire has 
obviously been twisted to infringe the import restric- 
tion measures, in which case the thickness of the single 
thread is decisive. 

Twisted wire, consisting of more than six threads. 

Iron strip, between 0-9 and 5 mms. thick if wider than 
5 mms. 

Hard steel nails, the invoice price of which is at least 
Fl. 3 per kilogramme.

Samples without commercial value, which have been 
manufactured abroad for the account of a firm or individual 
living or established in the Netherlands. 

Goods which are wholly or partially exempt from import 
duty or statistical duty. 


NORWAY 
EXPORT RESTRICTIONS 


A Royal Resolution, dated January 29, 1937, effective as 
from the same date, prohibits (except under licence) the 
exportation from Norway of scrap iron (wrought iron, cast 
iron) and steel. 


POLAND 


CUSTOMS CLEARANCE OF POSTAL 
CONSIGNMENTS 


A Circular, dated January 25, 1937, issued by the Polish 
Ministry of Finance, gives notice that, in regard to the 
assessment of postal consignments cleared according to a 
verbal notification, 

(1) All postal parcels sent from abroad by one consignor 
and addressed to one consignee, are regarded for 
Customs purposes as one consignment when arriv- 
ing together for Customs clearance. They may, 
however, be assessed and cleared separately on 
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prior application (verbal or written) by the con- 
signee, such applications being exempt from stamp 
duty. 

Separate parcels sent by post by one consignor 
to one consignee, delivered for Customs clearance 
at different times, are regarded as separate con- 
signments and are, accordingly, subject to separate 
assessments. 

(2) lf after the performance of a collective Customs clear- 
ance the necessity arises to withdraw one or several 
parcels for return abroad, or should it become 
impossible to clear a certain number of parcels on 
account of the absence of an import licence or other 
documents, the Customs Office may, at the written 
request of the consignee, cancel the collective 
assessment and draw up new assessments for the 
consignments left over; cancellations are made by 
deleting the original assessmect and writing in the 
figures of the new assessment. The application is 
liable to stamp duty. 

It is not, however, necessary to divide the 
original collective assessment in cases where the 
addressee (even though a bank) demands the 
division of the assessment already made by reason 
of further distribution of the consignments to 
several persons or firms. Should the addressee 
require Customs receipts for separate parcels he 
must make an application on this subject before 
the Customs clearance, in virtue of paragraph 1 
of the present Circular. 


(3) When making partial use of an import licence 
according to the Circular of September 6, 1935 (see 
the ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal’’ of October 10, 
page 517), one Customs clearance of postal con- 
signments is taken to represent a clearance accord- 
ing to one assessment. 


GOODS IMPORTED FOR RE-MANUFACTURE OR 
INDUSTRIAL PURPOSES: VALIDITY OF 
CERTIFICATES 


A Circular dated January 23, 1937, issued by the Polish 
Ministry of Finance, gives notice that, in the case of certi- 
ficates issued by Chambers of Commerce in Poland in con- 
nection with the application of specially reduced Customs 
duties and Customs exemptions on goods imported for re- 
manufacture or industrial purposes, the period stated on the 
certificate for carrying out the work or process involved 
may, on application by the Chamber of Commerce terri- 
torially competent, be extended by Customs Offices to six 
months. 


TAXATION OF CERTAIN OILS AND FATS 


A Polish Decree, dated March 26, 1935, authorised the 
Ministry of Finance to levy a tax of 50 grosze per kilog. on 
oils and fats marketed in Poland, whether of Polish manu- 
facture or imported. Fats are defined as fatty animal or 
vegetable products which at plus 15° C. are of a solid or 
semi-solid consistency. Oils are defined as similar materials, 
liquid at plus 15° C. 

Fats and oils of the kind indicated below are subject to 
the tax :— 

(1) Vegetable fats (coconut, palm, etc.), containing less 
than 2-5 per cent. of free fatty acids; 


(2) Solidified fats (hardened), containing less than 2:5 
per cent. of free fatty acids; 


(3) Mixed fats, i.e. mixtures of fats included in (1) and 
(2); even mixed with other animal or vegetable 
fats and oils, also other kinds of mixtures, e.g. 
margarine, artificial lard, etc. 


Further Decrees, dated August 21, 1935, and February 
10, 1937, exempt from the tax the following goods: 


(a) Cocoa butter ; 


(b) Solidified fats made of rapeseed, linseed or hemp 
oil; 

(c) Mixed fats made of grease, suet or rapeseed, lin- 
seed or hemp oil, also of solidified fats made of 
these oils with the addition of the prescribed 
distinguishing substances and other non-fatty 
components, e.g. milk, water, yolk of egg, etc. 


Nore.—The tax is not subject to the general surtax of 
10 per cent. payable under the Presidential Law of Febru- 
ary 12, 1931.

ST. PIERRE AND MIQUELON 
IMPORT OF FOREIGN SPIRITS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Jour- 
nal ’’ of November 5 last (page 672) regarding the proposal 
of the Administration of St. Pierre and Miquelon to pro- 
hibit the importation into those islands of foreign (non- 
French) alcohols, brandies, rums, tafias, whiskies and gins, 
it should be noted that the ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ (Paris) of 
March 3 contains a Decree, dated January 21, which rejects 
this proposal. 


SWEDEN 
MARKING OF FISH CONTAINERS 


A Royal Decree (No. 602), dated December 18, 1936, re- 
vises as from May 1, 1937, Royal Decree (No. 459), dated 
July 24, 1934 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of September 10, 1936 
(page 382) ), which prescribed rules relative to the marking 
of fish containers. 

The new Decree prescribes that closed containers holding 
fish or shell fish or products thereof preserved by salting, 
seasoning, smoking or other means shall, if marketed in the 
retail trade, be provided on the container or label with a 
printed indication that is conspicuous and plain, showing the 
name and address of the maker, the contents of the con- 
tainer, and either the weight or capacity of the container. 
A tolerance of up to 8 per cent. is allowed in the weight or 
capacity. 

Containers holding imported preserves may bear the name 
and address of the exporter instead of the name of the 
maker. 

These regulations do not apply to salted herrings in 
barrels or to smoked fish in wooden cases or in any non- 
watertight packing. 


YUGOSLAVIA 
TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


H.M. Representative at Belgrade has furnished a trans- 
lation of an Order No. 3506/1V, which appeared in the 
‘« Official Gazette ’’ of February 24, 1937, and became effec- 
tive as from that date, whereby No. 363 of the Import 
Customs Tariff, autonomous rates, are amended to read:—

IMPORT PROHIBITIONS (ARTIFICIAL 
SWEETENING SUBSTANCES) 


H.M. Representative at Belgrade has furnished a trans- 
Jation of the principal sections of a Decree, No. 21/37, which 
appeared in the ‘‘ Official Gazette ” of January 23, 1937, 
and has as its object the repression of smuggling of artificial 
sweetening substances. 

The Decree prohibits :— 

(1) the importation into Yugoslavia of 
sweetening substances; 

(2) the importation of food and drink sweetened with 
artificial sweetening substances ; 

(3) the production, manufacture and sale in Yugoslavia 
of food and drink sweetened with artificial 
sweetening substances ; 

(4) internal traffic in artificial sweetening substances, 
except by the persons referred to in paragraph 4 
of the Law concerning traffic in Artificial Sweet- 
ening Substances, which reads: 

** Artificial sweetening substances may be im- 
ported and sold by chemists and retail druggists 
who do not supply the consumers direct. 

‘* Wholesale dealers in medicines may sell arti- 
ficial sweetening substances exclusively to 
chemists and to traders holding permits from 
the Ministry of Social Politics and Public Health, 
or from the Ban.”

All chemical products the sweetening power of a given 
quantity of which is greater than that of an equal quantity 
of sugar (saccharose) are considered to be artificial 
sweetening substances. 

The Decree became effective as from February 23, 1937, 
and will remain in force for a period of three years.

application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1. 

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following :—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 

Members of United Kingdom firms are urged to call upon 
the Department’s representatives abroad when they visit 
an overseas country.
